Hereas by Agreement of this Meeting, all Epiſtles direQted 

to this Meeting, ſhould be read openly thereinzand there- 

upon ſomeEpiſiles fromA4merica,being read incourſe,in which the dif- 
| ferentes between Geo. Keith, and others were mentioned, and 
upon Notice thereof given him, he cawe into the Meeting and 
delired to have a Paper Read, - to_be heard in his own defence

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which the Meeting tenderly condeſcended unto; and whereas the - 


faid Geo. Keith did beforethat, in the publick M-eting of the Bres 
thren belonging to this yearly Meeting, openly and renderly fig- 


nify his earneſt defire of Union, and that he might not be caſt off, 


and that tne Breach might be made up, and that he would rather 


lay down his Natural Life, then it ſhould not be made up 3 with - 


other Expreſſions of the like Import, which did tenderly affe& ma- 
ny- Brethren 3 and alfo hisg'openconfetions in divers Meetings to 
the power and preſence of God amonglt us, and with our Mi- 
nifkry._—And alſo there being a General ſenſe in this Meet- 
ing, of a great and tender Compaſtion (as well as condeſention 
in the bowels of Jeſus Chriſt, with earneſt Breathings and ſupplica- 
tions to God, both-with Regard to Gea-. Keith's, helprand pre- 
ſervation, "and alfo; wh great reſpc& to the peace-of the Church 
of Chriſt, and proſperity of the holy Truth, and*great work of 
the Lord God in our day, and the honour of his great and qo 


ous Name,/and our Chriſtian Reputation, as.a Choſen-people ga-. 


thered by his divine Power and Goodneſsto ſhew forth his praiſe 
in-our Age and Generation 5:and to Remove and prevent Re- 
pxaaches and Scandals, that tend; to affe& ns, to our forrow and 
Grief, as a Chriſtian Saciety and. People 3 that the Mouth of Ini- 
quity may be ſtopt, and our Enemies, that ſeck occalion to blal- 
pheme the. holy Truth, and reproach us, may be confounded by 
the great power of the Lord our God, tor his Nawe and Truths 
ſake, which we are deeply, concerned and Zealousfor. 

And we underſtand the Chriſtian care and* tender endeavours of 
our Friends and Brethren here in Loxdon,bath not been wanting, 
fince they heard of the Diviſions, by Friendly and tender Advice, 
in the Love of God, in their Epiſtles, in order to ſtop and Re- 
move this Unhappy difference, and to Reprehend theſe unſound 


and Erroneous Expreſſions, and ſhew their diſlike to thefe heats 


that: have been among ſome of them, Exhorting them to-Brotherly 


Love, and Chriſtian Tenderneſs, and Warning them againfi Separa- ' 


tion, or that Spirit that would lead thereto, and expoſe the ſame 
to Reproach.

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This Meeting alfo taking tender Notice of the Requeſt of our 


'Friends and Brethren of the 6 weeks Meeting in Lozdon, far. this 


Meeting to be concerned, in order to hear and end. the ſaid difs 
ferences, which they had in part heard before, but had not op- 
pertunity to hear fully : It was thereupon, in Brotherly Love, 
afſented unto by this Meeting, that as many Friends and Bre-= 
thren- of the fix Weeks Meeting as were formerly deputed by the 
fix Weeks Mezting 3 and all other Members of the ſame Meeting 
that ſhould defire'it, might be preſent and Afhſtant with this 
Meeting,for the good ends aforeſaid. And this Meeting agreed, that 
after all the other publick affairs ſhould be over,as many Members 
ofthe yearly Meeting as could attend the ſervice,together with all 
publick faithful Friends that are free,ſhould Remain and continue 
the yearly Meeting, to hear, judge and determine, and endeavour 
to Quiet all the differences between Geo. Keith and others concern- 
ed therein. | 
Proceedings thus far agreed to by this Meeting,in order to a full 
hearing of Geo.Keith and others concernedin the ſaid differences, 
much of (ix days were ſpent, impatiently hearing the ſaid differen- 
ces, ſo far as they. were related, or made out unto us, both by the 
publick Reading of ſeveral Printed Books and Papers from G. K. 
and his Friends, relating to the differences, particularly one book, 
intitaled, 4 Trze Copy of Three Judgments, &c. another, intituled, 
The Plea of the Innocent, &c. another, intituled, Some Reaſons and 
Cauſes of the late Separation, And allo by Fpiitles, Papers and Certi- 
ficates ( from many concerned on both ſides) out of America, be- 
ſides the great Patience of this Meeting towards him, in frequent» 
ly hearing him in his Defence and. Complaints, Allegations and Ars 
gaments; 3s alſo in divers paſſages both by G. K. with his Friend 
Tho.Budds; And Sam. Jennings with 7. Ducket, on the other fide, 
were ſeveral times patiently heard Face to Face,  infomuch that 
GK. divers times acknowledged the Moderation of the Meeting. 
:The foregoing Cauſes and Reaſons, How. this Meeting came to be 
concerned 4n this Weighty Aﬀair, together with the manner of Procets 
dings, 1hus far being ſincerely related, we proceed likewiſe to give the 
true Sence, ond Chriſtian Advice of this Meeting thereupon.

Zennings , and others joyned with them, which 
hath tended to the Great Reproach of Truth and Friends, 
and Diſhonour of our Holy Profeffion. And whereas there 
hath been a Paper {1gned by Thomas Lloyd, Samuel Jennings, John Simcock, 
and others joyned with them, being in NumberT wenty eight, of thoſe 
who have oppoſed Gerrge Keith, and the Friends joyned with him, 
whereby he is condemned, as a Perſon unfit and unqualified to be a Miniſter 
of Chriſt, ant as a Perſon without the ſear of God before his eyes, &c.
